No. 5283-3T /71/ 19967 -Whereas the Governor of Haryana is satisfied that it is necessary to 
restrict the speed of following kinds of motor vehicles on the Delhi-Mathura Road between Mawala Maharajpur 
(Near Hemla Factory ) within the jurisdiction of Police Station Faridabad in the interest of public safety, con 
venience and due to heavy traffic ; 

Now , therefore , in exercise of the powers conferred by sub -section (2 ) of section 71 of the Motor Vehicles 
Act, 1939 (Central Act No. IV of 1939), the Governor of Haryana hereby fixes the maximum speed limit 
mentioned in column ll of the Schedule given below in respect of vehicles given in column I thereof plying on 
Delhi-Mathura road between Malwa Maharajpur (Near Hemla Factory ) within the jurisdiction of Police Station , 
Faridabad to railway over bridge on the Mathura road 4/5 furlongs away from Ballabgarh :
